Buy Books: Audreys, Greenwoods Keep It Local 


CITY'S INDIE BOOKSTORES STAY 
HEALTHY BY TENDING TO WHAT THEY 
KNOW BEST — THEIR CUSTOMERS 


Last month, Winnipeg-based independent 
retailer McNally Robinson — lauded as the 
2009 Canadian Bookseller of the Year by the 
Canadian Booksellers Association - 
bankruptcy protection. 

The news that a rare success story in the inde 


pendent book world would go bankrupt would 


went into 


seem to indicate dire times for indie booksell- 
ers, but Edmonton's two premiere indepen- 
dents — Audreys downtown and Greenwoods’ 
Bookshoppe in Old Strathcona ~ are chugging 
along in the face of deep-pocketed competition 
and a radically changing industry. 

Despite going up against the Chapters-In- 
digo-Coles behemoth, the proliferation of re 
tailers that sell books as a sideline, and online 
giants like Amazon, Edmonton's two major in 
dependents have carved out successful niches 
for themselves amongst Edmonton's book afi- 
cionados, 





Steve Budnarchuk and his wife Sharon have 
) owned downtown institution Audreys since 
1988; Audreys itself dates to 1975, with its lin 
} eage going all the way back to Canadian pub- 

lishing legend Mel Hurtig in the 1950s 
When the Budnarchuks entered the book 
market, it was the “heyday” of independent 


booksellers, with a booming economy and no 
Chapters in sight, Steve Budnarchuk says 

And then the big boys came to town 

They carpet bombed us, basically,” Budnar- 
chuk says of the Chapters approach to book 
retailing. “They really hit us hard. In fact, it's 
a miracle there are any independents left in 
Alberta.” 

Chapters has come to dominate the Cana- 
) dian bookselling industry. Nationally, it has no 
competitor. 

Chapters was created in 1994 with the merg- 
er of Coles and SmithBooks. The company in- 
troduced big box book retailing to Canada, but 
faced competition of its own with the opening 
of another big box retailer, Indigo, in 1996. In 
2000, Indigo swallowed the larger Chapters , 
creating the current bookselling giant, With 
vast selection and deeply discounted bestsell- 
ers, independent booksellers across the country 
fell like leaves in autumn as Chapters spread 
across the country. 

But Audreys and Greenwoods survived the 
onslaught by sticking to what they do best — 
listening and responding to customers, and 
proudly maintaining their eclectic selection in 
an increasingly homogenized retail landscape. 

At Audreys, staff help to make purchasing 
choices based on their own knowledge, and in- 
put from customers. 

“We've felt for a long time that is far superior 
for us to have everyone involved,” Budnarchuk 
says. “They're talking to our customers all 
the time, and they are closest to the changes 
and trends in our industry. That's something a 
chain store can't do.” 

Laurie Greenwood, whose much loved store 
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(now owned by her siblings Gail and Brad) cel- 
ebrated its 30th anniversary last year, relied on 
the shared passion for books between herself, 
her staff, and the book buying public to make 
purchases that reflected what Edmontonians 
want to read. 

“We're not just bestsellers and tables of re- 
mainders all year long,” Greenwood says. She 
is certainly Edmonton's best-known book re 
viewer thanks to years as a reviewer on radio 
and TV. 

Greenwoods’ staff, some of whom have 15 
years experience at the store, “know books and 
they love books and they read books, and so 
people come in and ask questions and get good 
answers.” 

The ability to make independent decisions is 
an advantage that, for the most part, Chapters 
cannot match 

“When you're a chain ... you're buying na- 
tionally,” Greenwood says. “The Chapters in 
St. John’s Nfld, is probably piled up with Sarah 
Palin (Going Rogue, the memoir of the former 
Republican VP candidate). | wonder how that's 
going for them?” 

Both Greenwood and Budnarchuk say a pas- 
sion for books and a respect of authors is key to 
the success of the independent store. 

Greenwoods’ celebrated its 30th anniver- 
sary last year with book signings by the likes 
of Anne Murray, Gen. Rick Hillier and former 
hockey star Theo Fleury, which draw hundreds

of fans and sold hundreds of books. 

“As book sellers and book lovers, we love 
having authors in and hosting author events,” 
Greenwood says. The big chains “don’t have 
that same sort of passion for reading and au- 
thors that independent booksellers do.” 

Oddly, megaselling books like The DaVinci 
Code and the Harry Potter books aren't that 
big a deal to independents 

“We're still interested in the books, but a small 
portion of the market has been commodified,” 
says Budnarchuk, referring to multi-million 
copy sellers like the latest Dan Brown book. 

While the public may think Chapters has 
lower prices than independents, Greenwood 
says with the exception of bestsellers and re- 
mainders, prices are the same. Prices in the 
book industry are determined by the publisher, 
0a $35.99 book will cost the same at Chapters 
as it would at Greenwoods or Audreys 

Independent booksellers today face competi- 
tion from multiple sources. 

Dozens of other companies — from giants 
like Wal-Mart and Costco to drug store chains 
— sell a very small range of books, at deep dis- 
counts, while Amazon sells millions of books 
online. 

Indeed, stores like Audreys and Greenwood's 
are beset from all sides, but that’s nothing new, 
says Budnarchuk 

“The constant in retail is change,” he says, 
“and bookselling is maybe changing more than 


anything 

The next big challenge facing indie book 
stores is the e-book reader like the Kindle, that 
allows readers to download books onto a por 


table, wireless tablet. There could be millions 


of these things on the market shortly — or it 
may not fly at all 
It’s hard to tell if tens of millions of consum 


will want a dedicated gadget that costs over

Budnarchuk recalls going to a convention 
about a decade ago, and hearing about the d 
mise of the book. It hasn't happened yet. And 
Budnarchuk sees reason for optimism. 

“The recent generation of university stu 
dents is still very much into reading books and 
buying books. And kids read a lot of books.” 

Greenwood, too, has been hearing of the de 
mise of books for years 

They said books on tape would be the end of 
books; they said when Coles opened a chi-chi 
little bookstore downtown, that would put us 
out of business; the e-book was going to be the 
end of the book 

“Books are going to be here for the long 
run.” 


I don't believe any of it 


Greenwood is optimistic about the future of 
indie booksellers. She sees signs that Chapters 
is become less and less of a bookstore, with 
a lot of floor space taken up with home trin- 
kets like candles, which “offends” Greenwood 
as a bookseller. The more Chapters changes, 
Greenwood feels, the bigger the opportunity 
for independents. “I think we've become more 
of a specialty store — the true independent that 
doesn't carry the trinkets and soap and what 
not — and is selective. | think this is happening 
not only in this industry, but in any industry 
that is being ‘chained’ 

‘As the world gets bigger, sometimes the 
smaller things can thrive even more.” 

Both stores are part of the ‘Keep Edmonton 
Original’ movement in support of local mer 
chants. Budnarchuk sees independent book- 
sellers as a bit of a throwback to the days when 
you could walk into a hardware store and find 
the tiniest widget from a knowledgeable staff 
member. Sadly, those days are gone, and we're 
all the poorer for it 

The demise of McNally and Robinson pro- 
vides a sobering lesson for any business, par- 
ticularly and independent going up against a 
giant. McNally and Robinson expanded into 
Toronto with a major outlet in suburban Toron- 
to and another in Winnipeg. It was that expan- 
sion, from independent to would-be chain, that 
brought the company down. It's a mistake nei- 
ther Greenwoods or Audreys is likely to make 

“Be what you are, and be the best at what 
you are,” says Gteenwood. “Don't try and com- 
pete against who you are not.”

Amy didn't realize what getting in 


volved in a gang really meant until 
someone from another gang shot 
at her house, wounding her in the 
leg. Her brother was also involved 
in gangs, and died violently in gang 
related activity. She was a straight 
A student in high school, and only 
tumed to gangs later, she says, as 
she sought a support network and a 
sense of belonging. 

The articulate young woman has 
now left that life behind, but wants 
to see more supports for young peo 
ple in similar situations 

“No one 





asked me what was going 


on with my life,” she says. "No one 
paid attention at that time.” 

The provincial government has 
recently developed several pieces of 


legislation aimed at reducing gang 


activity through enforcernent and 
prevention, collectively known as 
the Provincial Gang Suppression 
Strategy. The Safer Communities 


and Neighbourhoods Act came into 


force in October, which created a 
new sheriff's unit to investigate com- 


plaints of houses used as centres for 
criminal activity. In July, the provin 
cial government banned armoured 
vehicles, which the province believes 
| were being used by gangs 
The government is also in the pro- 
| cess of distributing $60 million to 
various organizations that form part 
nerships with community agencies 
aiming to prevent and address crime 
Several other pieces of the strategy 
are still in the initial stages and will 
| be enforced within the next year. 


change in thinking. 

“The work that we're doing around 
supporting programs to help with ad- 
diction services and mentoring, and 
family violence are just as important 
to us as the enforcement part,” Red- 
ford says 

But Mark Cherrington, an Edmon 
ton youth defence lawyer who works 
with many young people like Amy, 
says that while he's happy about 
many features of the gang strategy, 
the government is still too focused 


on reacting rather than preventing 





In some ways, the justice system 





has been janitorial in nature. (We're] 
sometimes dealing with situations 
after the fact,” he says. "So some 
one’s family member has been mur- 
dered and someone has been shot. 
But that's the wrong time to be deal- 
ing with the situation; that's the most 
inefficient way to put resources in.” 

Cherrington fears that stories seen 
in the media can create an inaccurate 
portrayal of the gang situation. These 
inaccuracies can lead to inefficient 
ways of handling crime, he says 

“We've labelled everyone [involved 
in gangs} as equally dangerous, 
equally sophisticated, thus the exam- 
ple of why we start making it illegal 
to arm cars because a small percent- 
age of people actually do that. And 
we're throwing in the fear factor that 
everyone with tinted windows is a 
gang member.” 

Meanwhile, he says, many of the 
people who we consider having gang 
involvement are really just inciden- 
tal players, many of them are youths 
who may participate in crime but 


service to many young people whc 
really need help, but more in the 
form of preventative and mentor 
ing measures rather than specializec 
legislation, designed to handle orga 
nized gang members 

Mike Bradshaw, a former deputy 
police officer and now the co-chair 
of the Community Solution to Gar 
Violence, feels that a mixed ap 
proach is needed. Cherrington an 
Bradshaw worked together as cc 
chairs on a sub-committee for the 
€dmonton Taskforce on Communit 
Safety, which developed programs 
that provide long term solutions t 
problems of crime. He now work 
with the Community Solution t 
Gang Violence and the Native Cour 
selling Services, The two organiza 
tions work together to address root 
causes of gang violence like a lack of 
education or good relationships. 

“There's no one agency out there 
that can ever fill the void. [When| 
you have that assortment of agen 
cies, hopefully, you'll be able to sup: 
port [each] individual person and 
their unique needs.” 

Amy is also hopeful that with the 
introduction of new programs, few 
er other young people will resort to 
gang involvement to feel a sense of 
belonging. Meanwhile, she has plans 
of her own. In the future, she would 
like to become a correctional social 
worker. 

“| think a lot of kids would really 
benefit from having someone in their 
life who has been [involved with 
crime or gangs],” she says. “I've been 
there and I know what it's like.”

SHUFFLE WAS LONG OVERDUE, BUT... 





Premier Ed Stelmach is trying to right his 
listing Tory ship of state with a sweep- 


ing overhaul of his cabinet. But with the 


exceptions of a couple of new faces and 
the demotion of his most egregiously inept 
ministers, it mostly appears to be business 
asusual. 

The appointment of longtime Edmonton 
lightweight Gene Zwozdesky to the health 
portfolio Is Stelmach's attempt to put a 
happy smiling face on a ministry that has 
been buffeted by surly Ron Liepert, who 
has probably done more to drive down 
Stelmach’s popularity than anything 
Stelmach himself has done. Based on his 
track record, Liepert shouldn't even be in 
cabinet, but he'll likely be comfortable in the 
energy portfolio. He replaces the inept Mel 
Knight, who inexplicably gets to remain in 
cabinet as sustainable resource develop- 
ment minister. 

The appointment of the most conserva- 
tive of Conservatives, Ted Morton, to the 
finance portfolio indicates Stelmach’s 
willingness to fight the Wildrose Alliance 
‘on their top issue, the Tory’s out-of-control 
spending. It will be interesting to see if this 
makes a difference to Wildrase supporting 


former Tories in the next polls. iris Evans, the 
former finance minister, has been demoted 
to the essentially useless and non-contro- 
versial international and intergovernmental 
affairs portfolio. That's a huge comedown 
for Evans, who some have pegged as 
Alberta's next lieutenant-governor. 

Calgary's competent and hard-working 
YWonne Fritz moves from housing to children 
and youth services, mercifully replacing 
Janis Tarchuk, who stumbled from one mini- 
scandal to the next. 

Also on the positive side is Frank Oberle’s 
appointment as solicitor general, replac- 
ing sad sack Fred Lindsay, who owed his 
position in cabinet to being a Friend of 
Stelmach. Blustery Ray Danyluk takes over 
infrastructure from blundering Luc Oulette 

Edmonton MLA Thomas Lukaszuk, who 
appeared to be nailed to the backbenches 
—and with good cause — makes cabinet 
as minister of employment and immigration. 

With the exceptions of Lukaszuk and 
Calgary backbench rookie Jonathan Denis, 
who takes over housing, Stelmach’s cabinet 
remains old and stodgy. 

Thisis hardly the cabinet that will tum 
around Alberta or Tory fortunes. 





CKUA'S LOSS IS ALBERTA'S LOSS TOO

caster has lost it's $700,000 contract to run 
Alberta's emergency warming system — a 
system It designed in the wake of Edmon- 
ton's 1987 tomado and operated success- 
fully for 17 years.

15 per cent of the non-profit radio station's 
operating budget.

for not only the station, but for what CKUA 
stands for: independent artists struggling 

in Alberta's oll-rich, arts-poor economy. By

The Price of a Bargain: The Quest 
for Cheap and the Death of Global- 
ization (McClelland & Stewart, 347 
pages) is best-selling author Gordon 
Laird’s detailed and engaging chroni- 
cle of a world gone a little crazy with 
expectations of low price tags 

Over coffee, Laird chats with me 
about some of the book's themes, 
such as our North American social 
shift from making things for con- 
sumers to doing things for consum- 
ers. 

“One of the premises of the book is 
that, for better and for worse, we've 
achieved this world economy where 
about 70 per cent is associated with 
consumer activity,” he says. “It’s the 
service economy. That means that 
the industrial and the agricultural 
output is about 30 per cent.” 

The significance of this shift, he 
contends, is that we've become reli- 
ant on people in faraway countries 
to provide us with what used to be 
manufactured close to home, 

This isn't news, of course, but the 
liming of 2008's sudden economic — 
collapse allowed Laird to freshen up 
some thoughts that had been perco- 
lating in his mind for years, since 


his travels to Asia for earlier writing 
projects. 

“Unlike previous crashes and bub 
bles, today’s challenges aren't merely 
the result of market speculation, cy 
clical inflation, or political manipula- 
tion,” he says, “This time, long-term 
trends figure prominently: depletion 
of consumer economies, erosion of 
western trade dominance, popula 
tion growth, energy nationalism 
mean shoppers are no longer fully 
insulated from the pitfalls of a world 
hooked on bargains.” 

Laird has established a solid repu 
tation for tackling complex subjects 
and producing thorough but enter 
taining books, such as Power: Jour- 
neys Across an Energy Nation, and 
Slumming it at the Rodeo: The Cul 
tural Roots of Canada’s Right-Wing 
Revolution. 

In The Price of a Bargain, he’s once 
again an anecdote-rich tour guide. 

The first of his behind-the-scenes 
tour of the world’s bargain addiction 
is at a massive trade show in Las 
Vegas at which contracts are signed 
non-stop, for days on end, by chains 
of dollar stores. Yes, dollar stores, 
those little shops seemingly run by 
mom-and-pop entrepreneurs, They 
are the new Wal-Marts, and their 
representatives roam the trade show, 


buying up shipping containers full of 


‘agenda | the front | music | on screen | arts | sex | dasifieds | the back 


trinkets. 
Dollar stores might even be re 
cession-proof. Their numbers, we're 


told, quadrupled between 1996 and | 


2007, and posted growth in 2009, 
when even chains such as Target suf- 
fered diving profits. 

Laird’s tour also takes us to middle 
America, the West Edmonton Mall, 
the high Arctic — where goods are 
generally priced at realistic (expen- 
sive) levels — and, of course, China 

While some would argue cheap 
goods are proof that the free enter- 


prise system works, Laird shows us | 


how it's not pure capitalism we're 
seeing here. There are hidden sub: 
sidies all over the place as emerging

nations help finance their industries, | 


and manufacturers exploit under- 


paid labour, cheap water, carbon and | 


clean air. 

It doesn't mean we'll stop seeing 
cheap shirts from China, but the 
times are indeed changing, he says 
in the interview. 

“Sure, China can continue to 
make all of our affordable stuff as 
will much of southeast Asia and still 
be a significant part of our economy 
but it's just not necessarily in their in 
terests to do so — to continue to sub- 
sidize their economy and put a lot of 
their resources into keeping exports 
a major part of their growth.”

Lyle Lovett and I are old friends. 

While we go back, maybe, 40-45 minutes, I 
feel like I know him well, thanks to his soul- 
ful music and genuine performance style, and

“When I'm performing, I'm just being my- 
self," he says, with a soft Texas voice. “It is 
an immense privilege to be able to do that, 
you know, to not feel like you have to create a 
persona that's bigger than yourself, something 
you'd have to live up to.

And Lovett has made quite a career out of 
just that: being Lyle Lovett. His music is a

_ he country, is he blues, is he folk, what is he? 

] You know, it's funny,” he says, “people who 
" don’t generally like country music describe me 

} ss country, and country people, well, they think 
I'm something else, like blues or folk. I do like 
old country music, and that's where some of 
my roots are, so I’m certainly influenced by 
country, but I like a lot of different kinds of 



















music too.” 

While Lovett's musical style runs the gamut 
he says his audiences are remarkably similar 

In all of my years of doing shows, I've found 
there's quite a consistency in the people who 
come to hear me play,” he says. “Whenever I've 
had the good fortune to meet some of them af- 
terwards, I find they're people I’m drawn to, 
people I like. That's another privilege — to get 
to perform for such nice people, people | en- 
joy getting to visit with. I think if you get to be 
yourself, and you're comfortable being your-

Danko Jones has become such a huge celeb- 
tity in Europe that success in his Canadian 
homeland pales in comparison. 

Besides hosting a Swedish radio show and 
writing columns for several European rock 
zines, Jones says success with his band, (John 
Calabrese, Dan Comelius) comes down to 
‘one thing: touring, touring and more touring. 
“You're only as good as your last show.” 
says Jones. “There is that constant need to 
impress every single time we go out there. | 
believe we're yet to play our best show. We're 
‘Not U2, on a mission to save the world. We're 
Just trying to rock out. We know who we are 


by now. Our story is hard rock. There is some- 
thing to be said for bands that stick to their 
story. They're the ones wha have survived — 
Motorhead, AC/DC, The Ramones.” 

Uke the aforementioned legendary New York 
punks, Jones has endured an ultra rigorous 
tour schedule during his career, which be- 
came the backbone of his last album, 2008's 
Never Too Loud. 

“We actually had this original idea to do this 
themed record about life on the road,” says 
Jones. “| was burning out from touring...

So I woke The Gypsys’ guitarist, Ker- 
ty Hirsch, early last Friday morning. 
I could tell by the way he answered 
the phone, confused and little an- 
noyed, that he kind of, sort of for- 
got about our interview. He groggily 
apologized, admitting that last night 
was spent on the town. 

As an A&€E reporter, this is reas- 
suring, since Hirsch is the only rock 
n’ roller I've ever-woken ap.a little 
worse for wear. Rock n' roll is, appar- 
ently, not dead, but alive and well and 

-drinking in Edmonton. And that's 
what The sys aspire.to be —not 
“drunks — but purveyors of some'se- 
rious classic rock, producing tunes 
with a little bit of blues, some heavy 
guitars and a swaying bass. 

But they're not quite there yet, as 
they're still working.on their first re-- 
Jease. Hirsch is optimistic, however, 
hoping to have an EP to sell at the 
show this Saturday. His positive at- 
titude is a little unexpected, consi 


ering the fact that the tunes tend 
to be bleak, with titles like “Sea of 
Misfortune” and “Dreadpocalypse.” 
But even in the early morn’ noth- 
ing seems to bother him that much, 
except maybe Nickleback, and he 
seers to have a twisted ability to 
look on the bright side. 

“It's a long sad story, I guess,” he 
starts when I ask about the group's 
history. “We all went to high school 
together — we had a band then. Allan 
[Meek] and I played volleyball and 
he went to Mourit’Royal to play, so 
essentially the band folded tempo- 
rarily, We got this shitty replacement 
singer, but then Allan didn't do aca- 
demically well, so now he's back in 
Edmonton. As Ltold him, ‘academic 

sfailuresis'rock né-roll success.” Re- 
member-that kiddies! 

When talking to Hirsch it becomes 
clear that you don't need to be a rock 

» star-to-haye the rock star attitude or 

~ even rock style adventures. The Gyp- 
sys were already lighting things up 
back in high school, and on their way 
to one particular gig in Mayerthorpe, 
I mean that quite literally. 

‘We took Allan's dad’s Volkswagen 
‘Transport to the show,” he says. "So 
we're cruisin’ along at a good clip, 
but the vehicle slows down for some 
reason. No one could really put it to- 


gether. We keep driving for a bit, then 
we pull over to see what's wrong. [I] 
get on my knees and look under the 
vehicle and there are flames just 
licking up the licence plate — not 
big ones, nothing real serious at that 
point, but it was on fire. We didn't re- 
ally know what to do, everyone kind 
of panicked and freaked out. The im- 
mediate reaction was to get our gear 
out of the van into the ditch, which, 
in retrospect — you know it's old shit- 
ty gear — we should have let it burn, 
let insurance take care of it. 

“So yeah, we're on the side of the 
road and the van’s just getting pro- 
gressively engulfed in flames until 
it's just spitting black smoke into the 
sky,” he continues. “Nobody can get 
past it. It’s holding up traffic for ki- 
lometres and we're just sitting in the 
ditch kind of amazed that this hap- 
pened. Then is starts rolling when 


it's completely engulfed in flames. It | 


was parked but maybe the park brake 
went or something, so it starts mov 
ing. Everyone's freaking out and then 
‘bang!’ a tire explodes and then three 
other tires explode. And it just burns 
to a crisp... we were actually playing 
a high school, so the principal came 
and drove us to the show.” 

Now that's a classic rock story, if 
I've ever heard one.

for better or for worse. “I couldn't 
imagine not being a musician. It's 
been what I've been doing since I 
was 18 years old, and I’ve never had 
another job, But the job of being a 
musician keeps me very busy. I'm on 
the phone a lot, I'm on the computer 
a lot, so it's a nice break away from 
all of that to hang out on the farm.” 

I ask him what he'd be doing if he 
wasn't a musician. “You know, I went 
to university because it was very im- 
portant for me to get a degree so that 
I'd have something to fall back on,” 
his voice is wry for a moment. “You 
know, parents... so I did my degree 
in journalism, because I've always 
liked to write and to tell stories.” 

And so, as a master of finding 
common ground, Lovett then tells 
me about his stint on his university 
newspaper, where he covered the 
city hall beat. “You know, all that was 
very dry,” he says. “Not really what 
I wanted to write about, but it was 
good experience and good training, 
And helped me to never want to get 
involved in local politics.” 

When we finally do get back to talk- 
ing about music, I ask him about his 
latest CD, Natural Forces. This new 
release is something of an homage 
to his home state, in both thematic 
content, and in the songwriters he 
chose to cover, including such greats 
as Robert Earl Keen and Townes 
Van Zant. Not to mention a sweet 


little piece called “Pantry,” which he 
co-wrote with his girlfriend, April 
Kimble. “I thought it would be fun,” 
he says of his sweetheart's collabora.

As he’s such an easy conversation 
alist, I decide to throw some com.

The opening scenes of Marco Ferreri's 1969 
film Dillinger is Dead read like a psychedelic 
Mad Lib of the»standard cliché for the subur 
ban, white collar male's daily routine. Glauco 
works at a job that bores him (in this case, as 
an engineer who designs state-of-the-art gas 
masks). He drives home to a house full of 
similarly disaffected people (in. this case, a gor 
geous wife and similarly gorgeous maid, both 
of whom are pro-nudity). Then, to unwind be 
fore bed, he putters around the house, finding 
joy in completing odd jobs (in this case, making 
a three-course meal and restoring an antique 
revolver that may have been owned by notori- 
ous bank robber, John Dillinger) 

And if that sounds like the makings of a 
movie with lethal amounts of quirk, then per 
haps Ferreri’s greatest achievement as director 
is in finding traces of the universal nearly ev 
erywhere he points his camera. Right up until 
the film spins into far darker territory about 
midway through, I was right there with Glatco 
(Michel Piccoli) as he tries to salvage his day 
in its final hours; the look of satisfaction on his 
face as he finally bites into those meticulously 
prepared eggs is cause for celebration all by it 
self, After all, the white collar cliché exists for 
a reason 

OF course, it doesn't hurt to have a captivat 
ing Michel Piccoli as the protagonist, either. 
Considering that much of the film exists in to: 
tal silence (most of the sounds come courtesy 
of the ever-blaring FM radio), -and that Piccoli 
himself only has a few dozen lines of dialogue, 
he's got some heavy lifting to do as a performer 
—and he pulls it off superbly. We're not privy 
to Glauco’s thoughts, so he's defined purely by 





his actions, which are captivating both in their 
apparent randomness and in how intently he 
sees them through. Why does he spray paint 
the old revolver bright red? Why does he eat 
honey off the maid’s back after his wife has 
gone to bed with a headache? 

And then, right when we've been sucked in 
by this mysterious middle-aged engineer, Fer- 
reri reveals Glauco’s larger scheme, and, well, 
let's just say it's far less charming than we'd

The film industry went through plen- 
ty of changes in 2009, from the ad- 
vancement of Blue Ray to improved 
3D technology, to fighting to survive 
the recession. What's in store for 
2010? Here are three things to look 
for this year: 

The Ongoing Demise Of The Big 
Budget: 

On average, a Hollywood production 
needs to gross about 2.5-times it's 
original budget to break even. While 
higher profile films (Avatar, Harry 
Potter, Transformers) tend to eventu- 
ally make a profit because of market 
saturation and cross marketing,-the 


majority of films fail to recoup their 
investment for numerous reasons 
(the primary one being that the films 
aren't very good). With increased 
monetary pressures continuing to 
squeeze all facets of business, you're 
about to see fewer and fewer big films 
being made from the studios. When 
you discover that in 2009, G.I. Joe, 
Terminator, Watchman, The Taking 
of Pelham, Land of the Lost, Surro- 
gates, Imagine That and Pandorum 
collectively lost one billion dollars 
you know the writing’s on the wall 
The Emergence Of The Docu- 
mentary: 

The majority of documentaries are 
released by small mom and pop dis- 
tribution houses and on average need 
to gross between around a quarter of 
a million dollars to be considered suc- 
cessful. In 2009 there were 12 films 
(Earth, Capitalism, Food Inc., Good 
Hair, September Issue, Valentino, 
Every Little Step, !t Might Get Loud, 
Tyson, The Nature of the Game, The 
Cove, Yoo-Hoo Mrs. Goldberg) that 
were amongst the top 100 gross- 
ing documentaries of all time, in 
each case grossing over $800,000. 
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That's an extraordinary accomplish 
ment, especially when you consider 


that a decade ago it was still foreign | 


for a general audience to seek out a 
documentary as an evening of en- 


tertainment. I think it's telling that | 
the documentary will soon overtake | 


the narrative as the first choice for a 


grown-up audience seeking a night 


out at the cinema. 

Everything ls Out There: 

When I started this column two 
years ago never did | anticipate the 
diversity and quality of free films 
that are now streamed on-line. Sites 
such as Google Video or Youtube are 
filled with untold riches that guar- 
antee hours and hours of viewing 
nirvana from the four corners of 
the earth, Given the choice between 
watching great films legally and free 
anytime and anywhere verses watch- 
ing a limited amount of bloated, 
overpriced entertainment products 
(usually dealing with destruction) 
at a defined time and place ... well 
the choice is obvious. Whether the 
powers who control will be able to 
change the obvious will be the story 
in film for 2010.

Dancing Queen: The Harsh Side of Ballet

A tall, slim, pretty ballerina inva black leotard 
looks down at a pint-sized version of herself. 
She looks at the little girl and with a smile, she 
says, “Who are you? Number 68. You're just 
a number to me right now.” It's an honest in- 
troduction to the world of professional ballet 
TuTuMUCH is a real and often shocking look 
into the life of a ballerina trying to make it into 
the professional world. It's full of excitement 
and disappointment, tears and laughter and 
hard decisions regarding years of sacrifice and 
pain and the limitations of one’s anatomy. And 
it's all from the mouths of children. 

Ballerinas from all over the world compete 
to join The Royal Winnipeg Ballet School's 
(RWBS) four-week summer program. It's an 
intensive, often gruelling, competitive pro- 
gram that acts as an audition for the company’s 
professional division. Of the more than 1,000 
dancers who audition, 70 are invited to train 
And from these talented, bright, determined 
10-13-year-olds, they hand pick their future 
full-time professional students, from which 
they feed their performances. 

Talk about pressure! 

It's mind boggling to watch these bubbly, con- 
fident, outgoing kids jump from valley-girl 
speak, bursts of laughter and candy raids to 
somber faces and graceful bodies gliding across 
the studio to classical music 

You want to yell at the screen, “They're just 
little kids, give ‘em a break!" 

But you'd be wrong. 

These dancers are not ‘just’ anything. They 
are extraordinary individuals filled with drive 
many adults never find. And they can dance. 

Arlene Minkhorst, the director of the RWBS 
says, “We're looking for talent. The true classi- 
cal ballet talent is very, very rare. Within talent 
there's all sorts of parameters. There’s musical- 
ity, a physique that will not only allow the body 
to withstand the rigours of training but also 
create the ascetic lines that we're looking for. 
There's a very keen intelligence that needs to 
be there. They need to have an inner-strength 
that you can tap into and help them develop 
strength and a confidence that they'll need to 
realize their goals.” 

Within this hefty mission statement lays the 
source of many tears and unrealized dreams. 
You watch these ballerinas in all their grace and 
seeming perfection try to hold back the tears 
when they are told that their neck isn’t long 
enough, or their shoulders not slight enough 
to fit into the company’s ideal of performance 
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perfection. 

It's a hard concept for an outsider to accept 
All this talent and determination being turned 
away for the wrong body style? After all their 
years of hard work to get to this point, that all 
those nights dreaming of tutus and stage lights 
is all for naught because of the structure of 
their feet? Really? 

But body structure and body shape are two 
different concepts. The arch of their foot, rota- 
tion of their pelvis or lack thereof can cause 
future injuries, while the shape of their neck 
line and width of their shoulders can change 
the ascetic lines of the classical ballet corps. 

Director Elise Swerhone was new to these 
concepts as well. “At first | thought, ‘that's 
nasty, can’t you give these kids a chance?’ But 
then I realized,” she says, “the teachers felt re- 
sponsible to these kids. They did not want to 
encourage them to dance in an unhealthy way. 
To direct a child into a career they'd never be 
able to fulfil because of leg placement would 
be more cruel than to let them follow their 
dreams, sacrifice [everything else] and to leave 
their families. (The dancer] would be wasting 
their time and their parents would be wasting 
their money.” 

But after following the lives of these girls, 
you are really rooting for them to succeed. De- 
spite the physical pain placed on a mere child 
and the sacrifice of a normal life, you hope they 
all get in. Your eyes well up when they are not 
invited to stay. And you're disappointed when 
the most colourful of the bunch is invited into 
the full-time program but declines. 

Margaret Flynn, director of The Edmonton 
School of Ballet, points out that pursuing com- 
panties such as RWBS and The National Ballet 
School at such a young age “is a scary thing 
because until they actually go through puberty 
you can't really see how their bodies will de- 
velop.” She says, “They just naturally develop 
as they should into a woman's shape and it may 
not be the type of shape that they're looking for 
for the ballerinas in their company.” Then the 
dancers are sent home. “That can be absolutely 
devastating to a child.” 

So what does that mean to a dancer in 
Edmonton? 

There are opportunities aplenty. In 
fact, RWBS's lead ballerina Vanessa 
Lawson is one of Edmonton's own. 
And she chose to stay here to train 
with Edmonton School of Ballet 
until she finished Grade 11. She was 
so well equipped in fact, that even 
her Grade 12 marks at RWBS were 
higher than those of veterans. 
Which is fantastic news for young 
ballerinas in Edmonton. 

“IL had very good teachers,” 
Vanessa says, “and a lot of perfor- 
mance opportunities in Edmon- 
ton. | knew that I was getting a 
solid base in my training bit also 
realized that | would have to leave 
at some point if I wanted to make it 
my career.” While Edmonton is home 


to at least two youth companies that allow stu- 
dents to get a taste of performing on tour, we 
no longer house a professional ballet company 
since Alberta Ballet made its move to Calgary 
in 1990. 

Schools like The Edmonton Ballet Company 
and Vimy Ridge Academy have proved fully 
capable to lay the foundations of an inspired 
dancer, but at some point, a young professional 
must leave Edmonton to work. 

What about those souls with the talent, 
strength, and ambition to be amazing, but the 
body type that sits outside of the classical pa- 
rameters? 

Linette Smith, a ballet and drama teacher at 
Strathcona High School stresses the need to 
audition for everyone. “Ballet is all about lines 
and poise. If you look at the dancers in all the 
various companies, they're very tiny. You have 
to audition for every company and pray that be- 
cause you're good enough, because you've got 
the talent, that somebody will take you. [Today] 
there are more companies that are not neces- 
sarily looking at that stock type. So, if you love 
dancing, you're going to start expanding your 
repertoire. That's the reality of it.” 

Flynn agrees. She recalls one of the most 
exciting performances she's ever seen with 
the Ohio Ballet, “They selected their dancers 
totally on talent and heart and musicality and 
all the things that really should be what they're 
looking for. It was just incredible.” She believes 
that instead of rejecting dancers, directors of 
schools are better to steer them “into a career 
that would suit their physique.” 

This is the type of guidance that helped 
Lauren Wycoff, a dancer fea- 
tured in TuTuMUCH 


Four years after filming the documentary, her 
feet can no longer take the pain of pointe shoes 
With a body more suited to hip hop, she has won 
scholarships to schools in other forms of dance 
Regarding the documentary, she says “it shows 
how perfect you have to be in the dance world 
and how you have to have the perfect feet and 
everything, but that's just life. If you don't have 
the right arch, then they're looking out for you 
They want you to be safe. I think that if 
you're not a dancer and you don't understand 
1 think it's going to look very, very harsh, but 
that's just the way it is. I’m really happy with 
where | am now. | think other things besides 
ballet are very important too. | do take ballet 
classes to keep my technique up. I love every 
thing else I do. I love hip hop and I love jazz 
That's very me. I fit in there” Today, she's 
teaching hip hop. 

And that seems to be the moral of this story 
“If you love it, you'll share it, you'll teach it, 
says Smith. “A dancer will never stop danc 
ing.” It doesn’t matter that injuries are un 
avoidable, that their body is worn down or ar 
thritic, or their career may end by the age of 
25, the passion that lights up a the face of a 
dancer when they're talking about their craft 
is inspirational. The brightness in their voice 
is unmistakable The discipline ballet teaches 
benefits every single dancer in every other as 
pect of their lives. The confidence and experi 
ence of setting and obtaining goals is priceless. 
The friendships formed last a lifetime. And 
the will to dance is uncontainable. The passion 
is catchy. Ballet classes, anyone?

After 31 years at the helm of the Bri- 
an Webb Dance Company, its found- 
er and Artistic Director — the only 
original” Artistic Director among 
Edmonton's arts organizations estab 
lished around that time — is still as 
enthusiastic, outspoken, and full of 
fresh ideas as ever. To say that the 
city’s arts scene, nay, the city itself, 
would not be the same without Bri- 
an Webb is a gross understatement 
During the last three decades, Webb 
and his company have come to signi- 
fy what is best, most innovative and 
socially-conscious in Alberta — and 
far beyond the province's borders. 
In the age of commercially-driven 
fluff made by artists behaving like 
lap-dogs, Webb remains firmly, even 
ruthlessly, uncompromising. 

“We're all members of the human 
race, the species which has so many 
commonalities and so many differ- 
ences. I believe in those commonali- 
ties and differences, perhaps in the 
differences more than the common- 
alities," he declares, “because a uni- 
form world would be a very boring 
one. I dislike dull places and this is 
precisely why | have tried continu- 
ally to make this place a more in- 
teresting one. I feel that in my own 
way I've succeeded: I'm still here, in 
Edmonton. I like it here — and this 
is what I say when I'm asked why I 
haven't relocated. 

"Naturally, I do believe in variety 
and diversity. This belief makes me 





search all the time, both within my 
personal and esthetic spaces. I'm 
passionate about trying new things, 
I'm after new expression, and there 
fore I am!," Webb exclaims, adding 
weight to what he's just said with the 
inimitable, energetic motion of his 
head 

“What I've learnt during my life,” 
he continues, “is that prophesying 
esthetic purity will ultimately result 
in creative impotence, Esthetic puri 
ty is a very dated concept. A conver- 
sation is so much more interesting 
than a monologue. There's noth 
ing like a dialogue between creative 
philosophies, which leads to finding 
common grounds as well as to cele 
brating plurality. As an artist, | want 
to focus on dialogue — and on quality. 
Why can't we talk quality? Everyone
